“To each according to his abili¬ 
ty. Rewards to those of superior 
merit. No security of tenure to 
protect or promote the mediocre 
man.” 

Those ideas were believed in 
by Benjamin Franklin. Not as 
popular as they once were, they 
are rarely heard in recent times. 
But they were emphatically voiced 
again the other day by the new 
president of Harvard University, 
James Bryant Conant, on his 
visit to California. 

Dr. Conant believes it should 
be somebody’s job to attract the 
best brains into government ser¬ 
vice. He also believes this won’t 
happen until stiff competitive 
tests put a premium upon ability 
and exceptional merit, and until 
such ability is relatively well re¬ 
warded. The way to attract the 
best brains, he says, “is to offer 
them not the security of tenure 
behind a civil service protection 
wall, but a fair competition for 
places higher up. We have too 
often given our academic prizes 
for the laborious accumulation of 
credits by mediocre people with 
retentive memories.” 

In sum, Harvard’s young presi¬ 
dent believes we should let the 
youth of today know that the 
world needs their best efforts, 
and that it should be our job to 
see that victory goes to the ablest 
and most deserving.

Strife in Congress concerns the 
nation vitally, for it is the citi¬ 
zens who bear the brunt of any 
patchwork legislation such strife 
produces. 

One measure, hurried through 
Congress just before the deadline, 
is this week gravely disturbing 
the Department of Justice and 
Federal Trade Commission. At¬ 
tached to an appropriations bill 
for the District of Columbia was 
a price-fixing “rider” exempting 
manufacturers in 42 states from 
provisions of the anti-trust laws. 
The President signed the bill in 
order to permit the District of 
Columbia appropriations to go 
through. 

What alarms government of¬ 
ficials is that this law will un¬ 
doubtedly, they believe, encourage 
monopolistic price-fixing agree¬ 
ments, drive living costs up, and 
seriously undermine the nation’s 
anti-trust statutes. 

Let’s hope for calmer tempers 
and quieter nerves at the next 
session of Congress. Then we 
may have more legislation en¬ 
acted for the benefit of all, and 
fewer devious tax measures bur¬ 
dening consumers with increased 
living costs.
